Hurls Bryan's Javelin Back At Him 


and Breaks it Off at 


The Hilt 


Washington, Sept. 28.—In a letter 


containing nearly 0,000 words. Presl 
dent Roosevelt made reply to William 
Jennings Bryan's recent speech in 
which he maintained the Democratic 
party and platform were not getting 
u square deal in the campaign. 
The 


president's 
reply deals particularly 


with Mr. Bryan's assertion that the 
administration has been neither sin- 
cere or effective in the prosecution of 
the trusts. 
Mr. Roosevelt combats 


this charge with characteristic 
em- 


phasis, and sets forth in detail what 
has been done under his diiection to- 
ward curbing the tendency of capital 
to centiali/.e with a view to destroy- 
ing competition. 


Tire president leacfs^oTf by declar- 


ing that as to most of what Mr. Bry* 
an says about himself personally, he 
does not deem any answer necessary. 
He calls attention to the fact that 
while Mr. Bryan calls attention to his 
reference to Hughes' speech he has 
not answered the speech, and adds 
that in his judgment the Nebraskan 
will do well to make no attempt to an- 
swer 't. 


In commenting on Mr. Bryan's com- 


' parison of the two platforms the pres- 
ident says: 


Declaration Not Necessary. 


"You say that your platform de- 


clares in favor of vigorous enforce- 
ment of the law against guilty trust 
magnates and officials, and that the 
platform upon which Mr. Taft stands 
makes no such declaration. 
It was 


not necessary. 
That 
platform ap- 


proved policies of this administration 
and promised to continue them, and 
here, as usual, I have only to compare 
your words with the deeds of the ad- 
ministration and of Mr. Taft. 
You 


merely promise in your platform that 
you intend to do just what this ad- 
ministration has actually done and is 
doing." 


A recital of the suits started by the 


present administration follows, being 
as follows: "The case against the 
Northern Securities company; against 
the beef packers; against tne Federal 
Salt company; 
against the General 


Paper company; against the Otis and 
other elevator companies; against the 
American Tobacco company; against 
the powder trust; against the Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical company, and 
others."

ports received large areas are being 
swept by the flames, 
aim several 


small villages and camps are being 
•wiped our. 


Long Lake \Vest, a village of about 


100 inhabitants, was burned, and the 
damage resulting amounts to many 
thousands of dollars. The village con- 
tained about a dozen buildings, the 
railroad station and a large store- 
house which supplied the camps for 
miles around. 


The preserve of Dr. Webb at Xeha- 


saue was threatened and this city 
was appealed to for assistance. Fire 
Chief Sullivan and a force from the 
Utica department are now at Xeha- 
sane. Communication is entirely cut 
off, 
and the last message received 


from there was to the effect that sev- 
eral camps and hamlets were serious- 
ly threatened and that the fires were 
raging beyond all control, not alono 
along'the ground bush, but high up in 
the trees. 


Fires Rage Near Cleveland. 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 28.—Forest and 


meadow fires are raging beyond the 
city limits in many directions. West 
of the city hundreds of acres of wood 
and meadow are .afire and traveling 
rapidly toward Rocky River a small 
village soveii miles from me public 
square here. Scores of residents are 
fighting, apparently in vain, to check 
the progress of the flames. Xear Bed- 
ford, nine miles south, farmers 
are 


fighting meadow (ires, which threaten 
to 
become 
serious. 
Beyond East 


Cleveland. 10 miles east of here, still 
other fires are in progress. The coun- 
try about Cleveland is as dry as tin- 
der and there has been uo rain here 
in over eight weeks. 


Seven Men Drowned. 


Chicago. Sept. 2S.—Seven men out 


of a party of eight were drowned in 
the Calumet river, at One Hundred 
and Twenty-sixth street, South Chi- 
cago when the pleasure launch Lem- 
on struck one of the suppoits of a 
railroad bridge and sank with all on 
board. The owner of the launch suc- 
ceeded in swimming to the shore and 
was the only one saved. 


SHIP SINKS 


Only Four Out of Crew of Twenty- 


four Are Saved. 


J.iunceton, Tasmania. S^pt. 2S.— 


The British ship Loch Fmlas. from 
Port Pirie. South Australia, for Cal- 
lao. was wrecked off Foster Island 
and 20 of the crew of L'l were drown- 
ed. The other four men were picked 
np hy a passing steamer. 


Foster Island lies a short distance 


off the northeast coast of Tasmania, 
and it is surrounded by dangerous 
shoals. Karly in the mornlnc; the res- 
idents of the island ob.sorved a lareo 
ship in distress. A s;ale. accompanied 
by a hij;h soa. was blowing, and the 
vcssol s-oon struck 
tho leof. 
The 


cr»>w could he seen trying to lower 
the boats, when suddenly the ship 
sank. 
To attempt a rescue from the 


shore was impossible, on account of 
the heavy seas, but a steamer in the 
distaiiCT h,i<: .si^l,!,-ij j'ue \vu-ck 
and 


made all speed to where the ship had 
gone 
down. 
Only 
four men were 


found. 
Th«>y were clinging to an up- 


turned boat. They report that 
the 


second mate became insane during 
the height of the storm and jumped 
overboard. 


Tragedy In the Army. 


Manila, Sept. 2S. — A tragedy oc- 


curred at Camp Jessman \\hicli re- 
sulted in the death of Lieutenant Ed- 
ward .T. Bloom of the Fourth infantry 
and Private Smiles, Company K of 
the same regiment. Suttles for .some 
unknown reason shot Hloom and then 
cut hi« own throat. Suttles died im- 
mediHtely, but Rloom lingered for sev- 
eral hours. 
An investigation of the 


affair is being made by the military 
authorities.

tablished the system of protection for 
the American worker from competition 
with the poorly paid labor of Europe, 
paid out nearly four thousand millions 
of dollars in pensions to veterans of 
the civil war and their dependent:;, 
nearly all of which has been paid to 
poor men and poor widows and chil- 
dren and has gone directly into cir- 
culation in every pnrt of tho United 
States; provided for compensation to 
federal employees injured in the serv- 
ice, increased the pay of United States 
Soldiers and sailors, created a depart- 
ment of labor, giving its head a seat 
In the cabinet, and recogni/ed union 
labor by providing for the incorpora- 
tion of national trades unions. 


Such is in part the labor record of 


the Republican party In national legis- 
lation. 
Many other laws beneficial to 


labor, directly and indirectly, have 
been enacted. 


But, sny the Democrats, the Repub- 


licans have been in power it Wash- 
ington all these years and we Demo- 
crats have not. 


True, although it may be worthy of 


passing notice that the Democrats 
were in power in Washington for more 
than half a century before Lincoln 
and did nothing for labor except to 
keep It on the level of slavery and 
peonage.

It 
Is important if. the presence of this 
early «tnd most be.uitiftil tlower is to 
be retained that the stem bearing the 
blossom is cut off instead of broken, 
as the latter process injures the plant 
and not infrequently uproots it and de- 
stroys its life. It ou^ht not to require 
much persuasion, says the l.mllow 
Tribune, to induce adults to exercise 
care in gallierini: arbutus, and the 
children, who thoroughly enjoy the. 
hunt for it. should be instructed in tot' 
same direction.

Against Oklahoma'sGovernor—Says 
President 
Knowingly 
Permitted 


Steel Trust to Absorb Competitor 
and That Governor Hughes Accept- 
ed Campaign 
Funds From 
Wall 


Street and Repaid In Protection. 


Milwaukee. Sept. 2$. — WJlUatn J. 


Bryan gave out for publication his 
reply to {'resident Kooseveifs recent 
letter, in which he defends his knowl- 
edge of Governor Haskell against the 
charges which have been brought 
against htm "until the charges can be 
investigated in some court whore par- 
tisanship does not bias." 


Mr. Bryan speaks of the election of 


Mr. Haskell as governor of Oklahoma, 
and says that "the constitution was 
adopted and that Governor Haskell 
was elected in spite of the efforts of 
your administration and In spite of 
the speech made in Oklahoma by Mr. 
Taft." 


Mr. Bryan charges, among other 


things, that the steel trust, "with 
your express consent." purchased one 
of its largest rivals and thus obtained 
control ot" more than 50 per cent of 
the total output. He asks the presi- 
dent if he will insist "that in permit- 
ing this you showed less favor to the 
monopolistic corporations than I do 
in opposing it." 


Mr. Bryan charges that Governor 


Hughes, quoted by President Roose- 
velt as having "riddled the Demo- 
cratic trust remedy," was himself the 
beneficiary of the trusts, and cites the 
campaign contributions to the Hughes 
election fund two years ago. Among 
these are J. P. Morgan. John D. Rock- 
efeller, Andrew Carnegie and William 
Nelson Cromwell. 


Pursuing the subject further. Mr. 


Bryan says that as the president 
quotes Governor Hughes, he takes it 
for granted that Judge Taft has not 
expressed 
himself satisfactorily on 


the trust question. 


In discussing the Haskell charges 


Mr. "Bryan says in part: 
Says Haskell Resigned Voluntarily. 
"Mr. Haskell, having voluntarily re- 


signed from the committee, that he 
might, be more free to prosecute those 
v.-ho have brought charges against 
him, 
I need not discuss the question 


of his guilt or innocence, further than 
to say that the public service which 
he has rendered and the vote of con- 
fidence which he has received' from 
the people of his state ought to pro- 
tect him from condemnation until the 
charges can be examined in some 
court where partisanship does not 
bias and where campaign exigencies 
do not compel pre-judgrnent. 


"I had never been informed of any 


charge that had been made against 
Mr. Haskell connecting him with the 
Standard Oil company or with any 
other trusty 
I had known him as a 


leader in the constitutional conven- 
tion of Oklahoma and had known him 
as on of the men principally respon- 
sible for the excellent constitution 
which has since been adopted—and 
adopted by a majority of over 100,000. 
70,000 of which was furnished by Re- 
publicans. 


'"I had known of his election to the 


governorship 
of that great young 


state by a majority of some :$0.000. I 
had. known that the constitution was 
adopted and that Governor Haskell 
was elected in spite of the efforts of 
your administration and in spite of 
the speeches made in Oklahoma by 
Mr. Taft. 


Why Didn't Taft Tell? 


"You say it was a matter of com- 


mon notoriety that Mr. Haskell was 
connected with the Standard Oil com- 
pany. I have a right to assume that 
if so serious an objection had existed 
to Mr. Haskell's election and had 
been a matter of common notoriety in 
Ohio, as you say. Judge Tafc would 
have felt it his conscientious duty to 
warn the people when he spoke in 
Oklahoma. 
If he did not have the 


knowledge, why can it be assumed 
that I had it? And if he had it. how 
can you excuse his failure to commu- 
nicate the information to the people 
of Oklahoma? If you feel it your pn- 
triotic duty to denounce Mr. Ilaskell 
when he is only a member of the na- 
tional organization, how much more 
would Mr. Taft have folt it his duty to 
denounce Mr. Haskell when he was 
aspiring to be the chief executive of 
a great state? 


"I could have no knowledge of the 


wit to which you refer wh^a he was 
<rf)|)ointed chairman of the resolutions 
committee of the Democratic national 
convention, because the suit was bo- 
gun while he was at Denver, and as 
a matter of fact I did not know any- 
thing of the natttie of the suit until 
after he was made treasurer of the 
national committee, and no fair-mind- 
ed person can decide upon the merits 
of your charge without an examina- 
tion of the provisions of the enabling 
act passed by a Republican congress 
and the provisions of the license of 
franchise issued to the oil company 
by your administration."
